|VOLTURNO MOTHER 
Fos CHILDREN 


Woman Who Had Mourned 
Three as Dead Greeted by 
Them in New York. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18—The arrival to- 
day of 11 women saved from the burning 
Volturno by the freighter Rappahannock 
was the signal for the wildest scene of 
joy and thanksgiving witnessed hére 
since the rescuing fleet began to bring 
in their cargoes of survivors. The women 
Were transferred at Halifax from the 
Rappahannock to the liner Florizel, 
which docked in Brooklyn. 

Ten of them were young girls. The 
eleventh was Mrs. Peia Polack, and the 
scene at the dock as she met her three 
children, whom she had given up for 
lost, brought tears to the eyes of the 
immigrant officers. 

Mrs. Polack was the last woman to 
leuve the Volturno. She was lowered 
into one of the Rappahannock’s boats 
believing that her children already were 
there. When the boat put off from the 
blazing ship, and she found that the lit- 
tle ones were left behind, she became 
hysterical, and the boat's crew had all 
they could do to keep her from jumping 
overboard. She remained in a hysteri- 
cal condition during the journey to New 
York. Here she learned that the chil- 
dren had been saved by one of the boats 
from the Kroonland. They met her at 
the dock with their father, an East Side 
merchant. ‘ 

The 10 girls were taken care of by the 
Jewish Immigrant Society.

Overland Park Business Men's 
Organization Feels Judge’s 
Hand After Testimony. 


Because of testimony that the new 
Overland Park Business Men’s Club 
had started in business as a lid club, 
Judge Wurdeman Saturday afternoon 
set aside the club’s charter, which he 
granted Oct. 7. 

A spirited argument between Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Lashly and R. H. 
Stevens, attorney for the club, pre- 
ceded the court’s action. Lashly acted 
on the written request of 176 resi- 
dents of Overland Park, who said 
that the club was merely an un- 
licensed saloon, established in a 
neighborhood which had previously 
refused to tolerate a licensed saloon. 


Judge Wurdeman told Stevéns that, if 

the privilege of dispensing liquor were 
relinquished by the club, he would be 
willing to let the charter stand, 
“If you were to deny the St. Louis 
Country Club the privilege of selling 
liquor, how many members would stay 
in it? Six or seven, perhaps.“ 


The Judge replied that the Web- 
ster Groves Business Men's Club got 
along nicely without liquor. Stevens 
said that was because Webster 
Groves was a temperance town. Judge 
Wurdeman said he knew some of the 
Webster Groves business men who 
were not total abstainers, yet who 
considered it better that the eluk 
should be “dry.” 

Six business men of Overland Park 
testified that they had not been asked 
to join thé club. Another, John Dimitry, 
said he had been asked to join, on the 
representation that it would be a good 
plate to get a cold bottle of beer, Wil- 
liam Terry said he had seen gambling 
in the club’s poolroom. From his de- 
scription, the game was kelly pool. 
The hearing was in progress at tha 
noon recess, and when court reconvened 
at 1 o'clock, the club’s lawyer and wit- 
nesses did not reappear. The Judge wait- 
ed until nearly 2 o'clock, then deciared 
the charter set aside.

A jury in Judge Jones’ division of the 
Circuit Court rendered a verdict for 21. 
000 Saturday morning in favor of Mrs. 
Margaret A. Quinn against Simon Van 
Raalte. The suit was brought against 
Van Raalte, Otto J. Mersman and the 
Excelsior Realty Co., but Judge Jones 
sustained a demurrer to the effect that 
Mersman and the realty concern were 
not liable. 

In her petition Mrs. Quinn alleged that 
May 25, 1909, she borrowed $40,000 from 
the defendants, executing her note for 
$60,000, payable in six months at 6 per 
cent interest, the note being made to the 
order of Ralph W. Cole, who indorsed 
it and returned it to Mrs. Quinn. 

Mrs. Quinn delivered the note to the 
defendants, and paid the principal and 
$3000 in interest, she alleged, which was 
$1000 more than the legal rate specified 
on the note.

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WITNESS EXPERT 
RESCUERS WORK 


Large Party Becomes Enthusi- 
astic Over Demonstration in 
First Aid for Accidents. 


COMPANY HAS OWN FORCE 


Illinois Corporation Shows Ef- 
fectiveness of System Em- 
ployed to Save Lives. 


The large party of coal mine operators 
and inspectors who went to Dewmaine, 
III., early this week to attend a fire 
prevention and first aid demonstration 
in mines belonging to the Madison Coal 
Corporation has returned to St. Louis. 
its members enthusiastic over what it 
saw. 


The demonstrations were given under 
the direction of Alfred J. Moorshead. 
president of the Madison corporation, 
whose boast is that his company’s mines 
are the best organized in the country 
for this work. 

Moorshead believés that every mine 
should be equipped with its own fire- 
fighting and rescue equipment, and its 
own first aid hospitals, and that re- 
liance on the State and National Rescue 
Pureaus should cease. 


Rescues Must Begin Quickly. 
“To accomplish effective relief in a 
mine disaster, the rescue work must be- 
gin instantly after an explosion,” he 
says. “The headquarters of the State 
or National Rescue Corps may be hun- 
dreds of miles away. The delay at 
mines relying upon them may mean the 
deaths of those entombed as well as 
heavy financial loss. That is why we 
have spent large sums to establish our 
cwn rescue and prevention systems.” 
The exhibition was arranged primarily 
for the benefit of the National and IIli- 
nois Mine Inspection Bureaus. The 
guests were inspectors from those corps, 
as well as mine operators and managers 
and prominent officials of railroads 
which own mines. 


New Yorker Describes Demonstration 

Among those present were A. T. Shu- 
rick of New York, associate editor of 
Coal Age. In an interview, Shurick thus 
told of the demonstration: 

“The Madison Coal Corporation oocu- 
ries a unique position in mine-rescue 
ond fire-fighting work. It is, perhaps. 
not generally known that these features 
of the coal industry have received a re- 
markable impetus in the past decade, 
and I think I can safely say that no 
staté can boast of a higher general ef- 
ficiency in this work than Illinojs., This 
is no doubt due to the dreadful Cherry 
disaster a few years ago. 

“The demonstration at the Medison 
Corporation's mine was attended by 
about 60 mining experts, including mem- 
bers of the State Mining Board, Mine 
Inspectorate and the United States and 
State Bureaus of Mines, and the com- 
pany officials. 

“Suddenly and quite unexpectedly the 
sharp, staccato blasts of the mine whis- 
tles sounding the fire alarm burst on 
our ears. Hose were unrolled, covering 
lowered over the shaft top, fire extin- 
guishers made their appearance as by 
magic, and it was evident that the ap- 
parent confusion was in reality the 
working of a perfectly aligned and well- 
oiled machine. Each unit had its al- 
letted task, and if the engine slipped a 
cog at any place, I failed to see it. 


At Work in Minute and a Half. 
“In one minute and thirty seconds by 


the watch, several two-inch streams of 
water were playing on each side of the 
tipple headframe, and through the win- 
dows 60 feet above ground, the pert lit- 
tle hand extinguishers were spitting ef- 
fective chemicals into the atmosphere. 

It was explained to us at this point 
that the hypothetical condition of an 
actual mine explosion and fire had been 
assumed, and smoke was observed pour- 
ing out of the shaft top. A telephone 
communication from the underground 
manager announced that an explosion 
had occurred in the west entry. The 
rescue men according adjourned to their 
station, a specially equipped brick build- 
ing adjacent t the mine, and donned 
their breathing apparatus. 

„It should be noted in this connection 
that our oreathing appliance has not 
been perfected to the extent the fra- 
ternity would like to see. It is a delicate 
instrument, and is only to be intrusted 
to experienced men with a cool tempera- 
ment; it should not be used without first 
testing. The Madison company takes no 
chances in this respect; when the five 
men composing the team don their ap- 
paratus, they enter a specially construct- 
ed smoke room (part of the station) 
which is filled with an unlivable atmos- 
phere of sulphur smoke; emerging from 
this, the name of each man is taken, 
the oxygen pressure and general condi- 
tion of the apparatus noted, their indi- 
vidual clocks set so that they will not 
exceed the prescribed two hours under- 
ground, which is the limit of the appli- 
ance. All of this, of course, involving 
precious minutes, but is essential. 

Rescuers Ready itu 18 Minutes. 

“In 18 minutes from the time the 
alarm sounded, the rescue party,

Text of Gulnet*s Statement. | 

The Sulzer statement in full follows: 
“In response to requests from friends 

throughout the State for some expres- 
sion from me, I can only say, at this 
time, that I am glad that my trial ls 
over. 
“By virtue of a power beyond the 
present control of our electorate, I now 
hand back to the people the commission 
they gave me, and I hand it back to 
them untarnished and unsullied. 

„My lips have been sealed for weeks, 
during which time I have patiently sub, 
mitted in silence to abuse and villifi- 
cation. 

„However, after stating my case to 
my counsel, and by their advice, on 
Aug. 11 I made the following state- 
ment: 

„ deny that I used campaign con- 
tributions for personal use. 

„ deny that I speculated in Wail 
street, or used money contributed ‘or 
campaign purposes to buy stock in miy 
own name or otherwise. 
never had an account with Fuiler 
& Gray or Boyer & Griswold. I nevc1 
heard of these firms; do not know tie 
members, and knew nothing about the 
transactions with these firms, testified 
to before the Frawley Committee, un- 
til recently threatened with exposure 
and the alleged transactions wers 
brought to my attention by the Frav-- 
ley Committee. 

The stock matter with Harris & 
Fuller was not a speculative accoun-, 
but a loan account made upon stocks 
as collateral, which stocks had been 
acquired and paid for, years before 
my nomination for the office of Gov- 
ernor, and from other sources than Har- 
ris & Fuller. 

Says Checks Were Repaid. 

Certain checks given to me during 
the campaign were deposited to my per- 
sonal account thereafter. I paid the 
amount of said checks to the campaign 
committees. 

In filing my statement of receipts 
and disbursements with the Secretary 
of State, I relied upon information fur- 
nished me by the persons in immediate 
charge of my campaign and with whom 
I had, and still have, the most implicit 
confidence, and I believed the statement 
furnished by them to me at the time to 
be accurate and true.’ 

“No legal evidence was adduced on the 
trial which disproved that statement. 

‘Subsequently, on Sept. 14, I gave out 
another statement as follows: 

The stories that I am going to re- 
sign are false and malicious. The pur- 
pose in circulating them must be evi 
dent to anyone. I am not going to re- 
sign. I am going to stand trial. 

= * have said some hard things about 
some of the Senators and they have 
said some hard things about me, but 
this is a trial, not a political fight. 

„They are both judges and jurors, 
and I believe most of them are large 
enough and honest enough to rise above 
any personal feeling they may entertain 
towards me because of what I have said 
about them, and do me justice.’ 

“Those are the only statements or in- 
terviews I have made or given ont 
since the Assembly, by the orders of 
‘the boss,’ passed the resolution vf m- 
peachment. 

Challenges Men Who Judged. 

“Of course, when I issued the last 
statement, on Sept. 14, I did not think 
Senator Wagner, Senator Frawley. Sen- 
ator Ramsperger, Senator Sanner, Sen- 
ator Brown, Senator Blauvelt and Sen- 
ator Thompson would act as my ju- 
rors and judges, as they were either ir- 
terested personally in the outcome of 
my trial, or had acted as my prose- 
cutors and condemned me before the 
trial, or on account of personal griev- 
ances had expressed an opinion as to 
my guilt. The impropriety of the Sen- 
ators voting for my conviction must de 
apparent, and violates these judgments, 
because, had they refused to vote—as 
a sense of decency should have inducod 
them to do—I would not have been coi- 
victed on any one of the articles of 
impeachment. 

“My trial, from beginning to end—s 
far as the Tammanyized part of tho 
court was concerned—was a farce, 4 
political lynching, the consummation 
of a deep-laid political conspinacy to 
oust me from office.

Murphy Judge and Jury.“

The meetings of the court were in 
secret and behind closed doors. It was a 
star chamber proceeding where the ene- 
mies of the State could work for my 
conviction undiscovered. 


“They called it the high court of 15 
deachment, but history will call it Mur- 
phy’s high court of infamy.’ The trial 
was a human shambles; a libel on law; 
a flagrant abuse of constitutional rights. 
a disgrace to our civilization; and the 
verdict overturned the safeguards of 
liberty and the precedents of three cen- 
turies. The judgment will not stand 
the test of time. The future historian 
will do me justice, and posterity will re- 
verse the findings of the court. 

„There is a higher court than Mur- 
phy’s—the court of public opinion. I ap- 
peal from Murphy's court of political 
passion, to the calmer judgment of the 
future and the sober reflection of pub. 
lic opinion. 

„When I declined to obey the ‘orders’ 
of the ‘boss’ about patronage, when I 
grefused to call off Hennessy and pre- 
vent further investigations of graft;

Having done this, the 
Municipal Assembly should submit a bond pro- 
posal for the completion of the east approach.

PREEST CITY IN AMERIOA. 


15, by Houston, Tex., when the voters adopted a 
new charter. 

Under this charter the people of Houston 
(through their short ballot government if it leads, 
by popular initiative if it faile to lead), can buy 
oi build, own and operate any form of public ser7- 
ice, from a marine and rail terminal system to a 
bakeshop, from a street railway or a light and 
power plant to a restaurant or a slaughter house. 
It is now within the power of ‘he people of Hous- 
ton municipally to engage in any line of busi- 
ness which may be necessary for the common 
good. 

They can plan and control the city’s expansion 
by buying lands outside the city’s limits, taking 
the increment on these lands for the city’s ac- 
count; and, if it be desired, can plat these lands, 
supply them with streets, drains, sewers, lights 
and street car service, build houses thereon and 
rent or sell the same to individual citizens—thus 
holding a check upon the rapacity of private land- 
lords, and preventing the growth of city slums. 

The initiative, referendum and recall, with civil 
service and preferential voting, were all included 
ic. the new charter. 

In short, the charter goes to the extreme of 
experimental radicalism, the wisdom of which 
is yet to be demonstrated 

In this charter Houston realizes on its invest- 
ment of $5000 in a study of European city govern- 
ments made last year by the first special commis- 
sioner ever sent abroad by an American city for 
this purpose. Incidentally, the Texas Legislature, 
prompted by Houston’s finding abroad, passed an 
enabling act granting authority to all Texas cities 
to do what Houston has done—assume the full 
powers and responsibilities of home rule. 


THE RIGHT NOT TO VOTE. 

Secretary Daniels thinks voting should be made 
compulsory as well as jury serving and taxpay- 
ing. 

The right not to vote when parties go wrong 
and the ballot is packed with a lot of bad candi- 
dates is as valuable to the individual and the 
State as the right to vote. It is bottomed on 
American political liberty. 


LOAN SHARKS AT CLOSE QUARTERS. 

With a grand jury giving its attention to Jus- 
tice Court irregularities and evidences of collu- 
sion between the officers of such courts and 
habitual plaintiffs in frequent litigation, the war 
on loan sharks reaches a new phase. 

To attack them in detail by compelling restitu- 
tion in individual instances is too slow and in- 
effectual. At the very time when the Legal Aid 
Society or other philanthropic agency is securing 
justice for one victim, they may be practicing 
equally outrageous extortion on scores of others. 
To attack them on their perjuries, their corrupt 
alliances with magistrates and officers for en- 
forcing illegal claims, on the monstrous subter- 
fuges and evasions by which they make a farce 
of the law, is to reach to the source of the evil, 
to assault them in a vulnerable quarter. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey is proceeding in the 
right way. That the bengvolence which supplies 
funds on fair terms for the hard-pressed must be 
supplemented with penitentiary sentences for 
law-breaking loan sharks is the experience of 
other cities. x

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.— Harvard, the 
Army and Carlisie meet today teams 
that should give them each a serious 
argument. The Indians will meet the 
heavy Pittsburg eleven, Harvard wil 
tackle the Holy Cross team, coached by 
Kersburg and other Harvard men, Yale 
will meet the Lehigh team and the Army 
will lock horns with Colgate. 

The Dartmouth-Williams clash is of 
unusual interest, since the purple eleven 
is almost certain to provide @ strong de- 
fense and possibly to turn loose an at- 
tack that may trouble the big green 
team. Harvard's problem is not a seri- 
ous one, since the preponderance o': 
neither one makes it necessary for the 
coaches to turn out better than an av- 
erage eleven. 

Dartmouth will tackle in Fred Day 
one of the best coaches who has ever 
handled a small college team, and the 
Yale system of defense as applied to 
such good material as appears at Wil- 
liams should have a thorough try-out. 
The clash between the Army and Col- 
gate will give the new Army coaching 
system a severe test today. It remains 
to be seen how valuable the “smashinz 
end’’ defense can be made under the
